There was an Increase of nearly 29 per cent In the popu¬ 
lation of Sierra Madre during the last ten years, preliminary 

figures of the census taken here show. Official, but incomplete re¬ 

turns of the census were announced yesterday by Kingdon Hicks, 
supervisor for this area, who announced that books turned in by 
^ the three local enumerators show a population of 4,566. The 1930 
census gave Sierra Madre a population of 3,550. 

The 1940 figures are subject to correction, Hicks said, and 
adjustments upwards, to include absentee, persons missed, those it 
was impossible for enumerators to contact, etc. Final figures, he 
said, will be released in Washington in a few weeks. 

Coincident with announcement of the figures. Mayor Schiltz 
Issued a statement urging every Sierra Madrean who was not per¬ 
sonally Interview'ed by census takers to Immediately .send in his 
name and names of members of his family to Kingdon H. Hicks, 
Census Supervisor, Glendale, Calif.

E lectricity for lighting and power was the tirst utility to 
come to Sierra Madre. Natural ga- w.is not in common use 
and the nearest ga.s plant wa.s at Monrovia, but the cost of 
installing a trunk lini- and distributing network for a low pressure 
plant w.Ks practicallv prohibitive. Agitation for a locally owned gas 
i plant was fostx’red bv the Board of Trade which finally resulted in 
an election being called In 1909, for a municipally owned gas 
’ plant, which wa? favorably voted upon and which authorized an 
iis.sue of $30,000 in bonds to finance it. 

I .-Xbout that time tlie Southern Counties Gas Company was or¬ 
ganized and bonds rocently voted wert' never issued nor sold, for 
.a fr.anchise was granted the Company. 

W, K. P'arman wa.s largely re.spon-iblo for the present tele¬ 
phone system which I.v’gan business with a .'ew score subscribers. 

"Water" always considcrc.l next to "air," was the big prob¬ 
lem of the newly formi'd city govornmx’nt. 

The Mutual ’ Water Company, feeling the handicap of limited 
financial strx'ngth, wa.s anxiou.s to sell its establi-hed water plan' 
to the city because they could not meet the demands of a rapidly 
growing community. The city wante.i to buy the comp.any’s prop¬ 
erty, but a -vital question popped up like a jack-in-the-box. E. J. 
(Lucky) Baldwin owning a half Interest in the water rights of 
tattle .=!anta Anita (now Sierra Madre) canyon and a half interest 
in t.he east tunnel whence most of our walvr had previously come, 
was a "dog in •ue manger," He e.arlier, having lost his suit against 
the wditer company to prevent u?c of tunnel No. 2, became ontagon- 
i.-tic to any suggestion of expansion or further xievelopments in 
any m.anncr what.siK-vor. To acquire thx- water company’s righ’s 
would not only have been inadequate but would have placed th-.* 
city in a vt'ry awkward position for dowloping any additional sup¬ 
ply as well a.s being tide up to a very un.riendly partnx-r. 

Condemnation was oonsiderod our only solution and since the 
city had no w.iter rights it was lix'emod advisable to first begin 
condemnation of the Baldwin interests, having made agreeable ar¬ 
rangements with the water company to purchase their rights and 
property when and if we were successful in our court action again.st 
Baldwin. 

Suit was filed In 1910 against the Baldwin estate (Mr. Baldwin 
having recently died) to condemn all water rights, tunnels and 
pipe lines of said estate in the Sierra Madre canyon. 

Thus began the litigation that embittered the irascible "Lucky” 
against the people of Sierra Madre and caused him to attempt to 
forever prevent the city’s growth. We wdll deal with the water IIU- 
gatlon in the final chapter of this narrative next w’eek.

If victorious, Britain will 
not remain the dictatorship she 
has just made herself, but it is 
Unlikely she will ever regain the 
freedom .she once knew.
